The Btate M ilitia to be Organised,

The Columbia correspondent of the Char-
leston News furnishes the anoexed statemont
ag coming from Governor Scorr, at a shance
meeting of the former with the latter:

“ The Gevernor was asked ifthere was any
‘ruth in the report that State arms were being
distributed throughsut the ecounties, He re-
plied that arms had been gent to only one or
two places—York County was mentioned ag
one—where the * KuKlux " or some seeret or-
ganization had been mal tresting Ropublicans,
beating them and destroying their property.

“ To the qnestion whether arms would be
generally distributed previons to the time of
holding the general election next fall, he re~
plied that the Legislature had passed an aot
providing for the organisation of the militin
of the State ; and as it was his duty to ocarry
out the provisions of the aet, he intended to
#ce them executed as quickly as possible.. e
wished to sec the militia organized under men
who eould be trusted to preserve order in their
districts at any and at all times, whether the
distarbers of the peate were Domoerats or Re-
publicans ; he desired to see all ¢lassos In the
militis, and it made no dilfference to Hiim wheth-
er a Confedernte or Federnl commanded thom
in fact, it never oceurred to him to ask swobh =
fuestion ; all he wished to know was, ¢ would
he obey and execnto the law.! The Governor
montioned one or two Confederste officers
whom he had either entrusted or intended en-
trusting with militla commanda,

* In response to the interrogatory: Would
not the arming of the militia and their pres-
ence at the elections tend to provike a disturb-
